I novor 
yet have faitetl to get good corn of au 
early variety, even iu oar driest seasons, 
when planted early. 


Corn Btuhbte land can bo broken or 


listed either iu tbo fall or spring. 
If 


listed iu the Hull, I would list it again 
in tho spring. This 1 wonld prefer to 
do only on reasonably rolling to high 
lands. 
Flat: land of this kind is host 


broken in tliu fall, but will do splendid- 
ly broken iu the spring if the season is 
a fair one. Of a very wet spring don't 
harrow yonr corn land down if in is 
smooth enough to plant without it. 
Pliiut your corn on it. Let it grow un- 
til tho corn is largo enough to tend. If 
you have any thin lauds with hurdpau 
close to tbo surface, don't iist it iu. If 
you do, you will bo disappointed. It is 
a poor protii:ect at bost. I noi a firm be- 
liever in thu theory than it is absolutely 
necessary to break onr land for com 
dedpor and deeper from time to time as 
well as subsoil to securo tho best results. 


Iu dry springs I wonld disk or harrow 


down ground for coru till I got a (rood 
seod bed if I wero surface planting. 
Listing on fall btoko stubble, if nicely 
iaid over, v.-ill need no harrowing or 
disking savci in tbo deep furrows. Now, 
suppose we have planted ns indicated. 
Tbo next thing is to cultivate. Surface 
planted coru, if she weather is quite 
dry, I woud harrow boforo the corn gets 
up. If ninc-i wet, I would try and har- 
row it oiico beforo it got too :.argo. 
Thnn I wonld give it shallow cultiva- 
tion to prevent destroying too many of 
its roots. 
I wonkl cultivate it, if the 


weather would permit, as often as once 
in uvery six or eight days. 
Cultivation 


shcnld be given coru after dashing rains 
aa noon as dry enough. Two harrowiuga 
and fourcultivn tings are usually enough. 
Tho first two cultivations should be deep- 
est beforo the roots luivu spread far from 
their base, to be cut with tho cltivator. 
Lee tliebalancubo shallow. Listed cnru 
wo usually barrow abont twice, and then 
tied a trough and cultivators. Tbo next 
cultivation use tho harrow if tbo trash 
will permit. It helps keep the ground 
level and is as good as a cultivator ;tncl 
much faster. Cultivate twice more, aud 
your ground will b» left about ou a lev- 
el, tho best possible shape to proven! 
dryiug out.

GEORGE CHRISTY, ONE OF THE ORIGI- 


NATORS OF THE SHOW. 


Interesting gerapbiHik teft by the Cele- 


brated Burnt Cork Artlnl—A Friend at 
Edwin Forrest null a Talented Cmu.illim. 
Negro Miostreliy In Great Britain. 


Mrs. Bclwina Forrest Fuir, a daugh- 


ter of the Inmous George Chnsty, Who 
established negro miustrelsy in New 
York iu 1847, chatted with me the oth- 
er day very entertniuiugly regarding her 
father's career: Sho gave m'e his old 
aorapbook to refer to and several excel- 
lent photographs and soruo old fashioned 
engravings. 


It seenia so long since the clays of tbo 


Christy minstrels that f. rather expected 
to seo an oldor looking woman than 
George Christy's daughter appears to be. 
Sho ia an enthusiast over her father's 
memory. Sho has another aistnr living, 
and nlso a brother, George Harrington, 
who, instead of perpetuating tha family 
trademark, 
has been known 
chiefly 


throngh his "beefsteak dinneru" at the 
old Morgue club. 


"My father, known in private life aa 


George N. Harrington, was a yonng 
man when he died,"said j'rs. Fair. 
"Ho was only 40, Ho had n fiiio consti- 
tution, it was thought, but ho wore his 
heart on his sleovo and ptit a year into 
every day. Being jovial, hearty and 
generous with every one, even his most 
humblo employee, ho was persistently 
eonght by well known persons, and his 
nntnro con III not resist tba compliment 
he felt their companionship to be. 


"One of his very particular friends 


was Edwin Forrest. A few flays before 
I was born my father declared ho wonld 
name his child for him.' 'What if it's a 
girl?' asked my mother. 'Then we'll 
call her Edwina,' replied my father, bo 
yon see 1 was named beforehand. 
An- 


other friend of his, my brother tells tno, 
was Theodore Thomas, who aired to 
black np and do 'nigger bvi.sincss.' 


"And why not? Didn't Edwin Booth 


try it? It was a pity tbnt my father did 
not live to make a great ctnino as an 
aotor in white, for ho was considered a 
remarkable low comedian. Inburlesqno 
ho nsed to sustain from o:no to half a 
dozen characters in a piece and exhibit 
wonderful versatility. Ho made a great 
hit with his Topsy in a bnrletta on 
'Uncle Tom's Cabin.' Ho had a singu- 
larly sweet singing voicEi, and as a 
dancer ho had t'aw equals. He was also 
a contortionist and seemed blessed with 
every physical possibility. 


"I was 18'years old when I last saw 


him, 
and that's a most impressionable 


ngo for a girl. I think Billy Birch copied 
n few of his characteristics, and George 
Thatcher has given some pood imita- 
tions of him,- but they and snch other 
men as Schoolcruft and Swcatnnm are 
different in general stylo." 


Although I think it is generally un- 


derstood that tho Christy minstrels were 
tho originators of that sort of entertain- 
ment, individual negro delineation was 
done as far back ns 1700, at tho Federal 
Street theater, iu Boston. 


The first idea of minstrelsy in its 


present shape, or beforo Mr. Haverly in- 
troduced his "Mastodons," came forth 
in tho spring of 1841, for one night 
only, nt tho Chatham theater. Tho com- 
pany was ciil lad tho "Virginia miu- 
strels" and was made up by Dan Em- 
met, Frank Browcr, Billy Whitlook 
•lid Dick Polham. The entertainment 
met with astonishing success. It was 
repeated subsequently at the Bowery 
amphitheater and at the Park. Fearing 
quick opposition here, the company, 
with G. B. Wooldridge at its head, 
v/ent to England. 


In London it performed for eix weeks 


tic tho Adolphi in connection with Pro- 
fossor Anderson, 'then known as "the 
wizard of tho north. " A misunderstand- 
ing arising, n second company was or- 
ganized by Pelham and Whitlook in 
connection with Joe Sweeney, and it 
traveled through Ireland and Scotland 
with success. 


Another company, called the "Ring 


find Parker minstrels from Boston," 
now came along, and while iu Liverpool 
one of the members introduced the char- 
acter Lucy Long, which became imme- 
diately popular. 


Simultaneously minstrel companies 


were being organized iu nearly all the 
American cities, and on tho return home 
of these two organizations they not only 
found plenty of rivalry, but lunch im- 
provement on their plan. 


Now followed in notable favor the 


"Kentucky minstrels," the "Congo 
melodists" and "Buckley'ssc-ronaders, " 
Then was organized the famous Chris- 
ty's, consisting of B. P. Christy, George 
H. Christy, L. Dnranrl and T. Vaughn. 


George, who afterward became tho 


leader and was tho joj'ous spirit of the 
show, had proviously appeared at the 
old Eagle Street theater, ill Buffalo, in 
1838, and in 1842 the company started 
ou its existence iu the same city iu a 
hall ou "Water street. George Christy 
was "bones" and Lansing Dunuid n-as 
"tainbo." It is asserted that George 
was tho original Lucy Long, the first 
t:o do the "wench business. " He also 
made a hit as Caclmca. 


The first appearance of the company 


in New York was ai, the Palma Opera 
House, in Chambers street. After vari- 
ous visits to other localities it finally 
nettled «t 472 Broadway, iu 1547, where 
it remained 11 jears. Georgo finally 
withdrew from tho care of hi;i foster fa- 
ther, E. P. Christy, and with Harry 
Wood opened another hall at 444 Broad- 
way, and a year later tba original party 
went to California, and George became 
muster of the situation. 


Alter several years of groat success 


Mes.irH. Wood and Christy opened the 
Fifth Avenue Opera House, in Twenty- 
lourtb street. Christy's last appearance 
an the stage was with Hooluy's min- 
strels, in Brooklyn, onJHay 2,1867. He 
'.lied on May 13 at his homo and was 
bnried from Trinity chapel three days 
later. His body is in Cypress Hills oomo- 
iery.—New York Herald.

IOSE OF THE LAKES THAT TH 


SKIPPERS CALL SWASHES. 


n»r Kto. Siultl.olr From (Mm Water ut 


XMnpUy Many Strain* Oprlon—An Ol 
lake Ell* Skipper Talk! 
o» the Subject. 


"Tidal waves ou the great lakes ar 


Hot of uncommon oc'ourrenofl," said 
old Lake Eria skipper, "ami althcng 
meteorological experts have for raor 
than 100 years tried to study, out thei 
oaoao wa ilou't know anymore about 
now than they <U<1 at the timu the gre 
wave rose suddenly OK Lake Erie, o_ 
Rovbpurt, uud destroyed Colontil Brae 
street's fleet, ia October, 1T64. Tlia 
was the first tidal wave on the lake 
that wo have any record of. 
' "I hnvo seen many of these swashes 
its we call them on the lakes, the las 
one nbout ten ycass ago, when in., 
schooner was swept high and dry a 
Port Stanley by a wave that seemed t 
rise ou the lake like some monster ma 
riiio animal coming iiom the depths ti 
tho surface. Wo could see it rushing to 
word us n mile away. It came with a 
boiling front ten feet high, hissing like 
lond escaping steam ns it swept towart 
na. That in a peculiar thing about the 
lake tidnl waves. They do not oome 
with a roar, liko tho ocean surf, bu 
with a loud, hissing sound, and there "j 
only one instance on record where thej 
are either accompanied or followed hi 
strong winds. 


"That one instance was at Toledo, i_ 


December, 1850, when the wiuii, which 
had beou blowing atii! offshore, snddm 
ly whirled into a howling nor'eastor, 
and an quick as tho cnange in the wine 
that wavo leaped out of lha lake one 
came hurling upon tlxishore, awild and 
angry ma&s, eight feet high. 
In every 


other recorded occurrence of these mys- 
terious freaks of tho lake waters the sur- 
face of the lake has bden perfectly calm 
and tho air scarcely perceptible. 


"Snob was the condition when that 


big wavo attacked ns at Fort Stanley, 
awampug my schooner and drowning 
one of my men. The wave receded us 
fast as it had rushed in, and thu lake, 
in less tbnn ten minutes, was ns smooth 
an a mirror. 


"Within the next hour thero were 


•fonr more swashes, onch cue of less 
force and volume, until the last was 
scarcely more than a ripple. 


"Almost the first thing I remember, 


for I was but threo years old at the 
time, was one of these tidal wave* It 
appeared early in tho spring on the Can- 
ada shore, off Otter Creek. There was a 
piece of woods thero then, with a long 
etretoh of beach between it and tho 
lake. 
My father had a 35 ton schooner 


lying off the bhoro half n mile or more. 
The water was a dead calm, when, 
without warning of any kind, a wave 
lifted itself from the bosom of the lake, 
probably Ij.i miles out, audswepiisbore- 
ward with its mighty hiss. Jly /notbsr 
and I were with rather on his schooner. 
As that swash came rushing upon UK it 
seemed to mo as if the leaping loam of 
its white crest was higher than the 
schooner's mastji, but I know now that 
it vas not more than 13 feet high. 
Tho wavo was high enough and strong 
enough, though, to «weep the schooner 
ashorfi ns if it hatl bucn a cook'.oshell, 
and across that stretch of bcaoh into the 
•woods, whoro it wns loft among tho 
trees, a hopeless wreck. 


"In ten minutes the lake wus as calm 


as ever, but au hour later a similar 
wavo appeared at Kottlo C'rook, 20 miles 
from Otter Creek, and tumbled all sorts 
of lake craft ashore.

In ISi) i 
tbo Dairymen's Association of Western 
Ontario passed a resolution in favor of 
tho making aud caro of good roads, and 
it had for results the organization of a 
Good Hoads association, legally recog- 
nized, which is in good working order 
now.

sociation took a step in the same direc- 
tion at the 1 jst convention, and a num- 
ber of members have registered their 
names for tuO purpose of organizing a 
good road association and to obtain its 
legal incorporation. — J. C. Chapais, As- 
sistant Dominion Dairy Commissioner. 


Urown Swii>!i Cowa. 


The first Brown Swiss dairy cows 


ever brought to Colorado was a carload 
imported from Massachusetts iu 1877 by 
the late George F. Cummingsof Parker, 
Douglas county. These cattle finally be- 
came scattered about the etate, and as a 
breed they did not attract much atten- 
tion until 1R8G, whan Count Portales of 
Colorado Springs imported a largo herd 
for the Broadmoor dairy from the Al- 
piiio mountains in Eirope. These ht.ve 
increased until thero are now something 
like 130 head at the Broartmoor. The 
owners of tboi'e cattle are very enthu^i- 
astio as to tho dairy qualities of the 
breed. 
Their niilk is plentiful, and 


when they are on good feed it is rich 
in butter fats. There aro two families 
of these cattle — tho spotted Bern breed 
and the Schwytz or brown colored. 
It 


is the latter that are generally grown 
in this country. Tho Swiss cattle much 
resemble the Jerseys, but are consider- 
ably larger and more vigorous. Bulls 
when mature weigh 1,000 to 2,000 
pounds, and cows 1, 100 to 1,300 pounds. 
They have short legs, wide thighs and 
well formed udders and teats. 
Their 


marking is very persistent, showing 
that the animals have been pure bred 
for a long time. — Field and Farm.

MINERAL MANURES. 


Hulr Important^ to the Lout; Cultivated 


Soils of the Oilier States. 


It 13 n mistake lo speak of most soils 


that have everbeeii fertile as being "ex 
haustccl " What IB really true of snob, 
soils is that the available mineral plant 
food thnt they contain baa been used np 
What; is left is not soluble, and bnt for 
tha fact that f aod management of the 
soil iniy yet m ike it nsef al it might SB 
well not bo there. This can only be done 
gradually, getting loose a small portion 
each jear In the meantime to produce 
large crops more mineral fertility of 
kinds already in the soil must be added 
in soluble form for immediate use 


All heivy soils contain potash, yet 


potash manures may often be used with 
grt it idvautage on such soils for crops 
that require much potash aud have lit 
tie pnwer to get it There la very groat 
difteienco in plants m this respect 
Some aro gross feeders and can take 
laico amounts of mineral matter from 
aoil where other plants that etiuallj 
need tho same mineral starve and die 
Clover aud lie grasses help to make 
miuoral manures soluble m the soil So 
also do saol leguminous plants as peas 
and be ins.
